trust for second parties. 

The decision to place a limit on 
I’urchases by individuals bears out 
a statement made by the Minister 
of Finance to the House of Com¬ 
mons last June. Mr. Ilsley pointed 
out at that time that, since the 
terms of the Canada Savings Bonn 
would be more favourable than 
those available for comparable se¬ 
curities at the time of issue, it 
would be necessary to r«strict__in- 
dividual holdings. If no limit were 
sit, the new security would natur¬

If six of the provinces, exclud¬ 
ing Ontario, Quebec and British 
Columbia, came to an agreement 
with the Dominion government, 
the concurring provinces would re¬ 
ceive less than if all nine were in¬ 
cluded, but Alberta might-conceiv¬ 
ably be in a position to carry out 
the program suggested without 
additional taxation. 

If all agreed even on modified 
proposals, no double taxation need 
be imposed. 

Referring to the past failures of 
Dominion-provincial conferences, 

Mr. Maynard said that if negotia¬ 
tions faded completely the result 
would not only be double taxation 
but the loss of certain social bene¬ 
fits. 

He defined the crisis of the con¬ 
ference, as a “straight political 
question.” It was a test to see if 
the people of Ontario would sup¬ 
port Premier George Drew or the 
federal government ov the- prov¬ 
ince’s stand. Quebec and Britisn 
Columbia, and to a degree New 
Brunswick played an important 
part. Mr. Maynard said, but the 
success of the conference really 
hinged on Ontario’s decision.

BEE FEEDING 

A hive prepared for winter 
should have fifty pounds of stores 
ir: it. These stores are usually 
sufficient to carry it until it be¬ 
comes self-supporting the next 
spring. A newly established pack¬ 
age requires up to thirty pounds of 
feed until it becomes self-support¬ 
ing in the spring. Since sugar ra¬ 
tioning, as far as beekeepers are 
concerned, remains at five pounds 
for packages in the spring and fif¬ 
teen pounds for colonies being 
wintered; it is essential that bee¬ 
keepers reserve at least twenty 
pounds of honey per package for 
next spring’s needs and thirty 
pounds of honey for colonies to be 
v/intered. 

The honey thus saved is fed by 
placing full combs in the brood 
chamber. A package should have 
the enuivalent of four and a win¬ 
tered hive eight well-filled combs.
